Dixon’s name had not previously 
been mentioned in this case. 
Dixon said ‘‘Willie’’ told him his 
sister had dropped him from her 
automobile near Dixon’s house, 
thinking they were near the Park- 
er house, a home for the aged, 
about 500 yards from the scene of 
the murder. Dixon first saw “Wil-

lie’’ peeping through the doors of 
his home. North Plainfield is 
about nine miles from De Russey's 
Lane. He said he directed ‘*‘Willie”’ 
to a street Par, 

Contradicts Other Evidence. 

In statements issued prior to the 

trial, it was asserted that “Willie” 
had been at home on the evening 
of the murder. 
Dixon was permitted to testify 
before the establishment of the 
fact of death and other prelim- | 
inaries because the witness was | 
needed on urgent business in seiuh dt 
York. 

Mrs. Dixon, his wife, 
him on the #tand. 

She corroborated her husband's 
testimony adding that she shook 
hands with ‘‘Willie’’ and that his 
hand was cold and clammy and he 
appeared excited. 

Charlotte Mills Called. 

The next witness called was 
Charlotte Mills, daughter of the 
slain chorister.

T has been estimated that there are | 

3,000,000 partially deaf schoo! children 
in the United States. No doubt St. Louis 
has its quota of these handicapped chil- 
dren who require special attention to de- 
velop them into self-supporting and con- 
tented citizens. Are they receiving the 
proper attention? 

Recently a case has been brought to 
my personal attention, In one of the 
public schools a child, so deaf that she 
hears nothing unless spoken to in a very | 
loud tone of voice and hears no sounds 
at a distance, is endeavoring to receive 
an education with children with norma! 
hearing. Compare this child’s chance of 
advancement with that of her fellow 
students, It is not a fair chance. 

During the past year, at regular in- 
tervals, surveys have been maderin the 
schools of other cities, testing the hedar- 
ing of each child to determine whether 
or not they have any defect of this na- 
ture, and, if so, they are placed where 
they will have the advantage of special 
training. Some defects may be slight, 
but interfere greatly with the child's ad- 
vancement, 

The new Gallaudet School for the Deaf 
is nearing completion. Why not make 
a survey of the public schools now and 
extend the proper help to those hand}t- 
capped children by giving them the bene. 
fit of lip-reading instruction or such help 
necessary to enable them to take their 
place in the world?

THE HASH OF LIFE 

It is entirely natural that Prof. Isaac Lippincott 
of Washington University should lament the passing 
of hash and defend hash as an economical food. He 
is a scholar, and hash has been the mainstay of 
scholars since Socrates went to live {in a boarding 
house. There is something cut and dried about 
hash, something academic. Confronted with a plat- 
ter of hash, the philosopher is happy. Hash sharp- 
ens the powers of analysis, deduction and logic. It 
is the persistent unknowable. In this dish there is 
something traditional which appeals to the professo- 
rial mind. Hash, like Rome, was not buiMt in a day, 
but is a gustatory accumulation, a museum, if you 
like, wherein is enshrined yesterday's beefsteak, last 
season's corned beef and today's potatoes..
